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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81. No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 



2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of a minor error. In line 4, 
the phrase "that can be to project speech" should be corrected. For example the phrase 
can be changed to "that can be used to project speech". Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 



3. Claims 1-24 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 1-24 are written in Roman numerals. The Roman numerals should be 

rewritten in English standard numbers (ie. 1, 2, 3 ). 

Claims 2-9, start with the legal phase "Said". This is not standard practice. The 

start of new claims should use the word "The" rather than "Said" as provided in the 

claims not objected to for this reason. 
Appropriate correction is required.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



4. Claims 15-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The language cited in the claims does not appear in the 
specification. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As seen in claim 1, there is no structural connections between the elements, 
which makes the claim indefinite. How are the components connected. Further, how 
does the microelectronic device comprise printed matter. It further appears that the 
micro power supply is not comprised in the microelectronic device. The claim is not 
clearly written. Claims 2-24 depend from claim 1 , and suffer for the same reasons. 
Claims 2-24 also need to be better written to clearly recite that which the applicant 
claims as the invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Leung (5.569,868). 

Leung discloses a sound generating book (printed matter) comprising: a 
microelectronic device (50) for processing signals for generating speech and music as 
discussed in column 3, line 60 through column 4, line 3; memories (60, 62, 64) for 
storing data; and a micro power supply as seen in figures 3 and 4. As discussed in 
column 2, lines 18-23, the sounds can include speech and music. The book provides 
sensors for indicating opening of pages as discussed in column 2, lines 32-37. The 
book further provides transmitters which correspond signals with pages in order to 
correlate the pages with the sounds as discussed in column 3, lines 32-40, wherein 
inherently the user can know what page he/she is on based on the sound generation. 
The generation and triggering of the speech is discussed in column 4, lines 6-19. 



9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. The following references are cited because they provide sound 
generation means related to that which is claimed in the present invention.
